The ex plosion occurred at the milk 
house shortly after 8 o’clock. 
It is be­ 
liev ed the boilers ex ploded, but the 
destruction was so complete th a t the 
cause can only be surmised and may 
nev er be known. 
The carpenter shops 
and power house adjacent w ere 
al­ 
m ost completely demolished. 
A pass­ 
ing Lex ing ton Av enue car was hurled 
from the tracks upon an autom obile 
ow ned by Chas. S. Shepard. 
One oc­ 
cupant of the auto and two of the car 
passeng ers were injured. 
T he paro­ 
chial school of St. Patricks parish at 
Forty -ninth street and Lex ing ton av e­ 
nue, was also damag ed. 
T he dead: 
Mrs. Mary Poke, C. M. 
Morrow, P atrick Jordan, F ra nk Pag e,
